THE OUTLOOK 


According to all reports the country as a whole 
is experiencing a period of unprecedented prosperity. 
Business is good in practicaily all lines and there 
are evidences of expansicn in some of the larger in- 


One of the reasons most frequently given for 
this increase in business is the wise policy of the na- 
tional administration which made further tax reduction 
impossible. “This added reduction in the income tax 
field as was predicted by Secretary Mellon, is stead- 
ily releasing additional funds for use in productive en- 
terprises and this is adding to the general demand for 
labor. Surveys being made by the government agen- 
cies indicate that further improvement is in sight. 

The yield of wheat in the southwest has proved 
very satisfactory and there is every indication that the |

If there 
is a good yield, however, as now seems likely, there 
is every reason for the prediction that the year will 
close with the majority of the farmers of the country 
in much better shape than they have been for some 
years past.

nard Shaw in an ‘address to the 


Society of Authors and Composers. 


“IT onee wrote a play called 
‘Press Cuttings,’ " said Shaw. “In 


this there was a general known as 
Mitchener and a Prime Minister 
known as Balsquith.

“Whenever the censorship is 
talked about the word ‘salacity’ is 
used. We are so cheered in that 
aspect that we overlook other 
aspects just as important. 

“Take the case of American films. 
From beginning to end these are 
propaganda for anarchism, the an- 
archism of the man who sets him- 
self above the law and who knocks 
down any, person of whose con- 
duct he does not. approve, Some- 
times: he Shootsshim several times, 
and the more often he shoots the 


concern itself with something 
which does far more danger than 
numerous plays, which are usually 
so dull that 1 doubt if anybody 
would go to see them if they had 
not been suggested that they ought 
not to go. 

“The censorship is an attempt to 
extend to te profession of the 
dramatist a Control which exists in 
respect to’other professions, I do 


-not see how we can claim to be 


exempt from that kind of con- 
trol. If a lawyer doés anything 

‘i he canbe struck off 
the rolls. If a doctor does any= 
thing outrageous he can be struck 
off the register. 

“But somehow in the case of 
dramatists there is no kind of 
regular control, We-are in a 
-ondition which we are treated like 
rogues and vagabonds, which some 
of us probobly, are. and there is 
set. over us, as is the case with 
other rogues and vagabonds, a 
‘respectable’ sort of person who 
is given the extreme power which 
is not applied to any ordinary pro- 
fession. He ties our hands béhind 
us so that we cannot do things 
we might do if our hands were. not 
tied. The censorship does not 
wait until.a play is perfornied and
